28/46  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  which  states  that  owing  to 
disorganisation  caused  by  the  War  only  interim  reports  are 
required  containing  essential  matters. 


SECTION  A. 

Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

The  area  of  the  Hemsworth  Urban  District  consists, 
as  ' formerly,  of  4,163  acres,  comprising  the  communities  of 
Hemsworth,  Kinsley  and  Fitzwilliam. 

The  Rateable  Value  is  £51,619,  and  the  sum 
represented  by  a penny  rate  equals  £197.  18.  3. 

The  chief  industry  in  the  area  is  Coal  Mining  and 
its  allied  trades,  the  remaining  portion  of  the  district  being 
devoted  to  agriculture.

2.  Ambulance. 

Facilities  are  adequate  and  consist  of  a public 
ambulance  supplied  by  the  local  authority  and  an  arrangement  to 
supplement  this  with  taxis  where  expedient.  The  ambulance 
being  a standard  war-time  truck  chassis  with  suitable  body,  and 
the  only  type  available  when  purchased,  is  not  satisfactory. 

A Committee  has  been  formed,  and  the  improvement  of  the  present 
vehicle  and  its  replacement  as  soon  as  suitable  types  come  on 
the  market  is  under  consideration. 

In  addition  to  the  above  facilities,  an  infectious 
diseases  ambulance  is  provided  for  all  infectious  cases  by  the 
Hemsworth  and  Wombwell  Joint  Hospital  Committee,  and  an 
ambulance  is  provided  by  the  local  Colliery  Companies  for  their 
own  accident  cases. 


3.  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 


Scabies.  This  centre  continues  to  do  good  work  and  is 
undoubtedly  responsible  for  the  fact  that  Scabies  is  not  now 
epidemic  in  the  district,  as  it  was  before  the  opening  of  the 
centre.  New  and  well  equipped  premises  have  been  found  in 
Rotherham  Road,  and  the  centre  is  functioning  there  very 
efficiently.

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Clinics. 


Ante-natal  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  maintained  in 
Hemsworth  and  Fitzwilliam  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

The  Medical  Officers  are  very  ably  assisted  at  these  clinics 
by  the  Health  Visitors*  who  are  also  County  Council  officers, 
and  contribute  largely  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
district  by  their  work  and  co-operation  with  the  doctors. 

The  Child  Welfare  and  Antenatal  Clinics  at  Fitzwilliam 
are  in  the  care  respectively  of  Dr.  R.H.  Mumford  and  myself. 

At  Hemsworth,  Child  Welfare  and  Antenatal  Clinics,  also  a "Sunray 
clinic,  are  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Smith,  a West  Riding 
County  Council  Medical  Officer. 

I would  like  again  to  mention  and  express  my  gratitude  to 
the  voluntary  workers  who  so  kindly  give  of  their  time  and 
contribute  so  largely  to  the  smooth  running  efficiency  of  the 
clinics.

These  figures  speak  for  themselves,  and  demonstrate  the 
high  standard  of  care  which  is  being  taken  of  the  expectant 
mothers  and  their  children  by  the  Nursing  and  Medical  services 
in  the  area.  The  infant  mortality  compares  favourably  with 
the  figures  for  the  country  average. 

4.  Hospitals  - Public  and  Voluntary.  None  in  district. 
Infectious  Diseases. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
notified  and  dealt  with  during  1945  was  56  as  against  91  for  the 
previous  year.  They  were  divided  as  follows

Of  the  number  of  Diphtheria  cases  notified  none  had  been 
immunised.  It  should  be  noticed  that  the  incidence  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria  has  decreased  by  66%,  largely  due  to  immunisation.

In  connection  with  the  campaign  against  Venereal  Disease, 
posters  have  "been  displayed  in  Puolic  Lavatories  and  other 
suitable  sites.,  warning  persons  against  the  risk  of  infection, 
and  also  giving  the  address  of  centres  where  treatment  is 
available  if  the  disease  is  contracted.

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ended  31st  Decs-nbo-r , 1345-  The  Report  being 
drawn  up  in  accordance  with  circular  2G/i;6  issued  by  the 
M in  i s t ry  o f He  al  th . 

There  are  three  items  which  have  occurred  during  the  year 
to  which  1 wish  to  call  your-  attention.  The  first  being  the 
prolonged  frost  which  occurred  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 
The  second  being  Dr.  Taylor’s  retirement  from  private  practice 
which  caused  him  to  retire  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the 
30th  April,  and  my  serious  illness  which  took  place  in  mid  June 
and  which  necessitated  my  being  absent  from  duty  for  over  six 
weeks. 


7/ith  respect  to  the  first  matter  I wish  to  report  that 
owing  to  the  severe  frost  thousands  of  burst  water-pipes  occurred 
when  the  thaw  took  place,  and  as  a consequence  the  department  was 
overwhelmed  with  complaints  from  persons  suffering  from  this  cause. 


With  regard  to  the  property  owned  by  the  Colliery  Company  - t.icso 
matters  •/ere  dealt  with  expeditiously  by  their  own  staff  and  so 
far  as  your  own  houses  were  concerned  - after  some  considerable 
trouble  it  was  possible  to  obtain  the  services  of  four  plumbers 
from  Bradf  op q "to  c*is s i o t in  the  repairing  of  burst  pipes.  Unfort- 
unately the  services  of  these  men  could  only  be  obtained  for  three 


weeks  when  they  were  recalled  to  Bradford  by  their  employers, 
left  the  remainder  of  tile  burst  pipes  to  be  dealt 
resident  plumbers  in  your  district.

Dr.  Taylor  has,  daring  many  years  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
co-operated  with  me  in  all  spheres  of  my  work.  Dr.  Laurie,  one 
of  his  partners,  was  appointed  H.O.K.  in  the  place  of  Dr.  Taylor. 


Regarding  my  illness  I wish  to  pay  tribute  and  express  thanks 
to  the  members  of  the  staff  and  also  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the 
R.D.C.  who  carried  out  meat  inspection  on  my  bo ha If  during  my 
absence  from  duty  and  to  state  that  everything  possible  was  done 
during  my  absence  to  carry  out  essential  work  which  was  found 
necessary. 

IK?ECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  number  of  zymotic  diseases  which  were  reported  during  the 
year  was  58  as  against  99  in  the  year  1944.  In  connection  with 
this  matter  6l  rooms  were  disinfected  after  the-  cases  where  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Disinfection  is  also  carried  out  after 
the  removal  to  Sanatoria  or  the  death  of  persons  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis. 


HOUSING. 

The  housing  situation  is,  in  my  opinion,  worse  now  than  at  the 
time  of  my  last  report.  No  new  houses  have  been  built  and  no 
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houses  have  boon  closed  which  wgz>g  the  subject  of  a roriort  which 
I presented  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  War.  The  housing  shortage 
is  much  more  acute  than  formerly,  especially  now  that  men  arc 
being  demobilised  and  arc  returned  to  civil  life  and  arc  anxious 
to  settle  down  in  homes  of  their  own.  Plans  have  been  submitted

SANITARY  CIRCU.  LTAITCL3  OP  TIIP  AREA. 

The  water  supply  during  the  year  has  been  satisfactory  so 
far  as  quality  is  concerned,  but  many  complaints  have  been 
received  with  regard  to  the  inadequacy  of  water  at  the  Pit swilliam 
part  of  your  area.  This  matter  has  been  the  subject  of  considera- 
tion by  your  authority  and  the  ilemsworth  Joint  Water  Committee 
has  now  appointed  an  engineer  to  go  fully  into  the  matter  and  to 
make  a report  thereon. 

It  will  bo  obvious  that  this  matter  should  not  be  delayed 
any  longer  than  is  necessary  as  if  new  houses  ;ro  to  bo  built  it 
is  essentia It hat  an  adequate  supplp  of  water  should  be  provided. 

The  officials  of  the  Ilemsworth  Joint  Water  Committee  period- 
ically take  samples  of  water  for  both  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examination,  and  during  the  year  these  have  been  reported  upon  as 
being  satisfactory. 

CLOSET  ACC 01 3.IQDATI ON . 

The  only  change  in  the  closet  accommodation  in  your  area  is 
the  addition  of  a W. 0.  which  was  provided  for  employees  of  a local 
Grocer,  otherwise,  the  position  is  as  previously  reported,  and  is

PUBLIC  CLEANSING-.

The  collection  of  salvage  jf  all  kinds  has  been  carried  out 
during  the  year  and  with  regard  to  the  collection  of  kitchen  waste 
the  Compulsory  Order  was  lifted  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

This  collection  of  kitchen  waste  has  not  bv.cn  satisfactory,  in  tny 
opinion,  since  its  inauguration,  the  chief  reason  being  the  number 
of  licences  issued  to  private  collectors  by  the  ministry  of 
Agriculture and  Fisheries  and  the  fact  that  persons  who  keep  less 
than  four  pigs  can  collect  kitchen  waste  without  having  a licence. 
One  other  fact  against  the  collection  of  kitchen  waste  is  the 
interference  by  persons  who  on  frequent  occasions  have  abstracted 
the  waste  which  has  been  placed  in  the  communal  bins,  and  thou  h 
stops  have  been  taken  on  all  occasions  to  trace  the  persons  con- 
cerned these  steps  have  not  been  successful.

The  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  in  respect  of  this 
matter  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  and  the  whole  of  the 
sewers  in  your  area  have  been  pro -baited  and  then  baited  with 
poison  twice  during  the  year,  i.e.  April  and  November.  The 
results  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  a report  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Director  of  Fat  Infestation.  The  lewagc  Works 
in  your  area  and  the  Council’s  rubbish  tip  have  also  been  baited 
with  poison  during  the  month  of  November  and  the  results  obtained 
have  been  entirely  satisfactory  and  as  a consequence  no  further 
report  of  rats  having  been  seen  has  been  received. 

HOUSING. 

130  houses  have  been  inspected  under  the  Housing  Act,  193-?

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD  SUPPLIES. 

The  only  slaughterhouse  in  use  in  your  area  is  that  which 
is  under  the  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  the  cattle 
which  are  slaughtered  there  are  distributed  not  only  in  your 
area  but  in  the  area  of  the  Hemsworth  Pural  and  Boys  ton  Urban 
Districts.  The  work  of  supervision  is  carried  out  by  myself  and 
one  of'  the  Pural  District  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspectors,  each 
taking  on  alternative  week. 


I:s  addition  to  the  pigs  slaughtered  in  this  slaughterhouse 
I have  vise  fad  and  inspected  23  which  were  killed  by  private  owner 
on  places  other  than  the  slaughterhouse-  Again  I would  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that,  in  my  opinion,  these  pigs  should  be 
taken  to  the  slaughterhouse  in  order  that  they  may  be  slaughtered 
under  suitable  conditions.  Pigs  killed  in  allotments  and  back 
yards  etc.,  for  private  persons  arc  not  killed  and  dressed  under 
suitable  conditions,  and  in  addition,  the  work  of  supervision 
takes  up  a great  deal  more  time  than  would  be  necessary  if  they 
were  slaughtered  in  tho  slaughterhouse.  Wherever  possible,  pigs 
for  private  owners  are  inspected  by  me  when  notification  has  boon 
received.

During  the  year  29  visits  have  been  paid  to  far  is  where 
milk  is  produced  ana  one  additional  person  has  been  registered 
during  the  year  as  a milk  producer.  There  is,  as  yet,  only 
one  person  in  your  area  who  is  producing  anything  but  the 
ordinary  milk  and  that  is  one  person  who  is  licensed  as  an  Accredi- 
ted producer . The  inspection  of  cattle  is  under  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  I understand  that  their  veterinary  surgeons 
make  periodical  inspections  of  the  dairy  cattle.  However,  I 
have  no  official  information  on  this  subject,  and  therefore, 
cannot  give  any  information  as  to  the  result  of  their  inspections.
